locomotion, namely, the uncertainty il 
must always be liable to in consequence 
oT the effect of tjjtwind 
We must not 


ignore this, on the contrarj, we will en° 
deavor to estimate its exact value We will 
assume that we can steam through the atr 
in any direction at the rate of 30 miles an 
hour; but this will only count for useful lo 
comotion in a dead calm, if there ts any 
wind, by carrying the balloon along with 
it it will clearly influence both the effective 
direction and the effective speed.
